Matt Gioffredi, who runs the family business with his dad, Robert, said the company was in the market for 
a machine that could handle conversions of paper rolls up to 126 inches wide. 

Full text: APPLETON — The Gioffredis are putting a piece of Paper Valley history back into service. 
The operators of G2 Paper, an Appleton-based paper converting company and distributor of industrial and food 
grade papers, this week welcomed the installation of a refurbished 28-year-old rewinder on its shop floor. The 
machine was built in Europe and originally purchased by the former Midtec Paper, forerunner to NewPage, in 
Kimberly in 1983. 

Matt Gioffredi, who runs the family business with his dad, Robert, said the company was in the market for a 
machine that could handle conversions of paper rolls up to 126 inches wide. About a year ago, they found 
someone selling a machine that could meet their needs but initially didn't realize it was the one originally used 
by Midtec in Kimberly. 

"When we were standing outside the warehouse in Topeka, Kan., we were looking at some paper work and out 
popped this notice that had 'Repap' on it," Gioffredi said. Repap was another firm that ran the Kimberly mill 
before it was acquired by NewPage. 

Gioffredi's dad recognized a name on the paper work and a current G2 employee was a maintenance foreman 

at the Kimberly mill who was familiar with the rewinder. 

"It was really interesting for us how it all came together," Matt Gioffredi said. 

The historical piece of the rewinder makes for good conversation, but it also has a real purpose. 

"It won't sit idle," Matt Gioffredi said. "Having this equipment is huge for us because it will allow us to go after 

business we go after before and it gives us a second rewinder that can handle larger rolls." 

The machine was refurbished by C3 Corp. in Appleton. 

"We are honored to do business with a solid local company who values the same kind of working relationships 
we do," said Joe Van De Hey, a representative for C3. "We are both family-owned and we both care about what 
we do. Excellence and solid relationships are values both of our companies share." 

C3 had its hands full with the project. Matt Gioffredi compared the work to a "full frame-off restoration" of an old 
car. 

C3 upgraded the hydraulics and retooled the pneumatics. The machine also received new bearings and seals 
as well as a fresh coat of paint. 

Matt Gioffredi said the rewinder's old control console, which measured more than 10 feet long, was replaced 
with a considerably smaller and modernized panel. 

After the machine was tested it was broken down and transported by Oshkosh-based CR Meyer, which also 
reassembled the machine at G2's facility. Additional work was performed by Werner Electric in Neenah. 
Any parts needed were obtained from other Fox Cities vendors. 
Gioffredi believes bringing the rewinder back to the Fox Valley was a good decision. 

"It was something that was decommissioned and mothballed," he said. "We knew it would need work to get it 

back running, but C3 did their thing and brought it back up to speed."
